The 41-year-old Dr. Sander is 


on trial on a first degree murder 
charge—accused of 
ending 
the 


woman's cancer-tortured life with 
an air injection into her veins. 


Reginald Borroto, the 65-year- 


old husband, testified as to his 
wife's last illness: 


"If Mrs. Borroto had been Dr. 


h Sander's mother 
or 
sister 
he 


couldn't have done more to min- 
ister to her." 


Borroto, a retired oil salesman, 


•aid Dr. Sander came often to his 
home during the last months of 
hi* wife's life 


Brought Her Gifts 


Borroto added that the doctor 


often appeared voluntarily, bring' 
teg «uch gifts to the ailing woman 
as a canary, complete with cage, 
and other little offerings to take 
her mind off her misery. 


Dr. Sander called at all hours 


of the day, Borroto 
said, 
and 


sometimes as late as 10 .o'clock at 
night. 


Under cross-examination, Bor- 


roto was asked by Phinney: 


"*Was Mr*. Borroto a woman of 


determination T'' 


"Definitely," replied the slender 


widower. 


Q. Did she have the will to 


live? 


A. Very much so. 
Later, Borroto testified "if he 


(Dr. Sander) wa* my own broth' 
er I couldn't feel more kindly to- 
ward him." 


Telling the story of his wife's 


illne**, Borroto said "we knew it 
Wev* simply a question of days." 


When Borroto left the witness 


_ *tand he looked in Dr. Sander's

Disappointing the Buzzards 


In his inaugural address President Truman laid heavy 


straw on a "bold new program making the benefits of our 
scientific advantages and industrial progress available for 
the improvement and growth of undeveloped areas." This 
has come to be known as the Point Four Program of the 
federal government The president had every reason to plead 
for such a program. 


Never were industrial development, trade and commerce 


00 sorely needed throughout the world. They are all that 
stand between civilisation and another dark age. But history 
has shown that these great civilizing forces only appear when 
men are free of oppressive government and confiscatory tax- 
ation, because only free men can pioneer "bold" new ven- 
tures. 


The President's Point Four Program must be carried 


forward by private citizens who have enough faith and op- 
timism to stake their future on calculated risks. And sur- 
prising as it may seem there are still some of those kind left, 
in spite of the near confiscatory taxation and debt and gov- 
ernment restrictions that are undermining our own country. 


One of the great public utility organizations which pio- 


neered in building many local electric companies into efficient 
operating units has now turned its ingenuity, resources and 
technical ability to developing other industries. At one time 
this organization was faced with extinction under the public 
utility holding company act. There was courage in its man- 
•fament, however, and it still retained the spirit of free en- 
terprise—that wasn't killed. Its chairman recently said: "In 
Venezuela, we have been asked by one of the large oil com- 
panies in our country to take complete charge of the design 
and letting of contracts ... for a $20,000,000 dock and hous- 
ing project for that company. In India, we are designing and 
,ttMtaffln«: a paper mill... a very large power and paper mill 
project there ... In Greece, we are at the present time, mak- 
ing an overall economic study ... for the purpose of deter- 
mming what kind of a power system would be most effective 
and beneficial for the Greek economy . . . The great thing 
... is that initiative and aggressiveness still survive in this 
country . . . The bustards may be disappointed, for in the 
place of the old there is growing a new enterprise which, I 
trust, will come to be regarded as ... a constructive force in 
thejindustrial development of our country." 


In tnrth we should pray that the buzzards of Socialism 
and slavery under a super state will be disappointed.

H« says that at least one of Eleanor's forefather* 


should have died of throat trouble—by a rope, that is 
The Empress Eleanor recently made a sentimental journey to 


the deep south and the lavender sentimentality of that dim* 
prompted her to prattle discreetly about her fine old aristocratic 
•outhern background. 


"My grandmother was a Bulloch from Geor- 


gia," she wrote in the manner, I thought, of a hat 
model witn a sk'nfull in the Stork, telling how the 
dam Yankees roughed up grampaw's old planta- 
tion down by Natchez. "I was brought up aa a 
child on the delightful plantation tales told by her 
half-sister, my great aunt, Mrs. James 
King 


Gracie." I often think my grandfather, Theodore 
Roosevelt (the first) who was a staunch north- 
erner, must have had. some difficulties during those 
years of the war, as he could not mention it at 
horn* since my grandmother had her mother and 
half-sister from Georgia living in the house." 


Nowhere in this touching- text does Eleanor the Great mentioa 


the name of that fine old southern aristocrat who was the father of 
the Bulloch belle who married the first T. R. and so became grand- 
mother of the first American queen. The reason for this coy and 
sutble reticence might be that his name was Rufus Bulloch, some- 
times spelled Bullock, one of th« foulest rascals of a day when ras- 
cality truly was in flower; a thief, embezzler, grafter, a veritable 
quisling, and the loathing verdict of the truth southern aristocracy, 
a scalawag. 


Traitor, Renegade 


Jn the parlance of the south, 


a scalawag- was a traitor and 
renegade who, for sordid profit 
and to escape the brutal treat- 
ment dealt the heroes of the 
beaten armies under the early 
model of the Morgenthau plan, 
threw in with the carpet-baggers 
from the north. The scalawag did 
the bidding of these marauders, 
inciting 
illiterate, 
undisciplined 


freedmen to crimes of drunken 
horror. 
Rufus Bulloch, the fa- 


ther of the grandmother of the 
Empress 
Eleanor, 
was of the 


worst. 
He became governor of 


Georgia the better to loot his 
beaten compatriots. 


A witness before the joint se- 


lect committee of congress to in- 
vestigate this corruption testified 
in 1872 that a scalawag was lit- 
erally a scaly, scabby sheep, a 
sorry brute and a reproach to the 
fold. 
Such was Governor Rufus 


Bulloch, of Georgia, the father of 
the belle who became the mother 
of the' dissolute Elliott Roosevelt 
who became the father of Eleanor. 


Stole the Proceeds 


Bulloch, 
as 
governor, 
was 


charged with endorsing and is- 
suing bonds against the credit of 
his own stricken native state of 
Georgia, shoving the bonds in the 
market and stealing the proceeds. 
Although the planned and man- 
aged confusion of the records and 
the support of the Washington 
government made it impossible to 
hang the rogue or even lock him 
up, the evidence was absolutely 
convincing. 
The conjecture nat- 


urally arises that the Empress 
Eleanor's recent doubts of the 
guilt of the traitor Hiss flowed 
from a background of similar 
treachery in her ancestry. 


One railroad built by the State 


of Georgia before the war had 
been paying a profit of about 
$450.000 a year. Under the car- 
petbag - scalawag administration, 
it became a drain on the treas- 
ury and eventually was lost to 
private owners. There was pro- 
fuse evidence that Rufus Bulloch 
was a spectacular scoundrel and 
he finally ran away with his boo- 
die to escape lynching. 


In "The Tragic Era," Claude 


G. Bowers, a historian who pre- 
served much truth that otherwise 
would have been lost, freely dis- 
cusses 
the 
great-grandfather 


whom the Empress Eleanor mod- 
estly forbears to mention by name. 
I hope I am not immodest in say- 
ing that I have tried to do the 
same as of another era, much 
tragic if not, indeed, fatal to our 
Republic. 


Bowers gives a survey of events 


in Georgia "under the govern- 
ment of the carpetbaggers, pro- 
tected by the sword." 


Corrupt Governor 


"These," he writes, "had be- 


stowed the governorship on Rufus 
Bulloch and, in less than two 
years, his administration reeked 
with corruption. The genius of 
this merry group of marauders 
was H. I. Kimball, who craved no 
office, distributed places to his 
retainers with a blessing and only 
asked the small boon of looting 
the treasury. As railroad builder, 
with state funds, he became a 


partner in the Tennessee Car Co.; 
bought cars from himself, paid 
himself out of the treasury and 
overlooked the detatil of deliv- 
ery. 
Money voted to roads on 


the completion of a stipulated 
number of miles was paid with- 
out reference to the stipulation, |f 
sometimes before a mile had been 
built. 


In the case of the Brunswick 


and Albany, the rollicking ma- 
rauders made merriest, allowing 
fraudulent claims for iron seized 
during the war, when it was the 
confederacy, not the state that 
seized it, and when the govern- 
ment had paid for it, allowing 
claims for carrying troops when 
this was non-enforceable.

whole 
transaction 
was honey- 


combed 
with corruption. 
The 


state treasurer was not of the 
inner circle and his report in Jan- 
uary, 1869, tended to cast doubt 
on Bulloch's integrity. 


Naturally there was a white- 


wash. 
The legislature that had 


gone in with Bulloch was a croas 
between gambling den and a col- 
ored camp-meeting. The seen* 
sickened numerous Republican! . 
who joined the Democrats in the 
expulsion of 25 Negro member* 
of the house and two of the sen- 
ate." 
Federal troops then frus- 


trated even this mild start to- 
ward reform. 


This, however, is only a glimpse 


at the character of the progenitor 
of that present brood which offers 
candidates to carrying on the fin* 
old family tradition as governors 
of New York and California. Mr. j 
Bowers tells much more, inter-

twined, however, with matters 
which makex it> impossible to de- 
pict the quality of Eleanor's an- 
cestor in brief.

on the rise, Rufus Bulloch devel- 
oped an acute fear of throat trou- 
ble caused by hemp.

ber" telling the nurses that Mrs. 
Borroto was already dead when 
Dr. Sander reached her bedside. 


Miss Rose under cross-examina- 


tion yesterday admitted signing a 
statement in January which said 
Mrs. Borroto was dead before giv- 
en an air injection. 


But the young nurse testified 


on direct evidence she heard a 
"gasp" as the needle was injected. 


As soon as the jury moved out

Dr. Sander patted Borroto on 


the back and said: "How do you 
feel?"

Most of yesterday's testimony 


centered around a pretty, blue- 
eyed nurse who cared for Mrs. 
Borroto prior to her death, Decem- 
ber 4, in Hillsboro county hospital. 


"Alive and Gasping" 


Elizabeth J. Rose, R.N., testified 


Mrs. Borroto was alive and gasp- 
ing when Dr. Sander allegedly in- 
jected the air into her veins. 


Chief Defense Counsel Louis E. 


Wyman, 
a 
71-year-old 
white- 


haired lawyer with nearly "a half 
a century of legal experience 
behind him, introduced a state- 
ment signed by Miss Rose quoting 
her as saying: 


"I am certain Mrs. Borroto was 


dead before Dr. Sander entered the 
room. She was cold and clammy. 
She had death pallor. She was 
not breathing. 


Dr. Sander did not kill her be- 


cause she was dead when this 
injection was made." 


Under re-direct examination by 


Attorney General William L. Phin- 
ney, Miss Rose testified the state- 
ment she gave to the defense 
counsel was not in her own words. 
To the best of her knowledge, the 
facts were as she outlined them 
as a state witness, she insisted. 


Borroto, who was subpoenaed as 


a state witness, told the court he 
was given to understand his wife 
was given rnough 
sedatives to

—Oklahoma City's escaped leopard 
wa« captured alive at its pit to- 
day—felled by a mickey. 


Knockout 
drops 
placed 
in 


chunks of horse meat subdued the 
ferocious jungle cat long enough 
for him to be captured. 


Zoo 
keeper 
Julian 
Frazier 


slipped a noose around the drugged 
animal's neck and held him while 
he was caged. 


Hunger finally drove the beast 


back to Lincoln Park zoo, the only 
home he had known since being 
brought here a week ago from the 
jungles of India. 


He had been free since 1 p. m. 


Saturday when he leaped from a 
barless pit, 18 feet deep, and 
scampered away while onlookers 
stood frozen with terror. 


Thousands 
of 
hunters 
had 


stalked the cat since his escape. 
Airplanes, helicopters and special- 
ly trained dogs were employed in 
th« «earch. 


Empty Stomach 


But an empty stomach and per- 


haps a yearning for the mate he 
left behind prompted the fugitive 
to return the same way he left— 
of his own accord. 


The leopard was found groggy 


by park employes and, a game 
ranger as he was slinking sleepily 
toward the bait placed near his 
pit. 


A "shoot to kill" order was sent 


out for the 
leopard after 
it 


escaped. 
Later expert trappers 


and hounds attempted to track 
down the beast but always were 
at least 24 nours late. 


Frazier estimated the leopard 


was at least 18 miles from the zoo 
before it returned to gnaw at the 
tainted meat. 


"This is the only meal ticket he 


knew," Frazier said. 
"He had 


just been here a week but those 
things are smart " 


Offers of help and hundreds of 


suggestions flooded in to Frazier 
from all over the country on how 
to capture the animal. While it 
was being caged, a dozen hounds 
were on their way by plane to aid 
in the search. 


Dig Deeper Pit 


Frazier 
said 
the 
175-pound 


leopard would be turned into the 
den with its mate sometime dur- 
ing the day but it would not be 
on public exhibition "until we dig 
a deeper pit." 


Although the leopard ate enough 


knockout drops to subdue a larger 
animal, it was able to throw off 
the effects when found. 


G&me Ranger Euell Moore and 


park employes James Ward and 
Marvin Grain found the leopard 
at its pit. They said: 


•That leopard lifted its head 


sleepily, kind of growled, I tfiink. 
We got out of there fast." 


Moore and park employes closed 


a set of outside doors and the 
leopard was trapped. 


Frazier then fashioned a lasso 


out of a piece of rope and managed 
to loop the noose over the beast's 
neck. 


A Surprised Leopard 


He gave a terrific yank and the 


surprised leopard shot out of its 
hole and onto the corridor floor. 


The 
half-drugged 
a n i m a l 


growled, tried to 
get 
up and 


Frazier looped the noose around 
his neck. 


Frazier then retreated behind 


the iron door and 
pulled 
the 


leopard fast against it. 


Park employee opened another 


door and cautiously slipped a cage 
over the leopard. 


He was caught.

Their mood, as reflected 


in comments from the coal fields, 
is they won't go back until they 
get a new work contract. .

whole union treasury. 


Truman Is Mum 


President Truman so far has 


refrained from taking up the sug- 
gestion, earlier expressed by some 
congressmen that the administra- 
tion seek seizure powers—so the 
government can operate the coal 
mines. That would 
make- 
the 


miners 
federal 
employes. 
But 


would.they feel 
any 
differently 
then? 


The government put on 11 wit- 


nesses before Judge Keech yester- 
day to show the widespread ex- 
tent of the strike—that it started 
full blast Feb. 6 and was undimin- 
ished by Judge Keech's strike-end 
order of Feb. 11. 


Then, H. Graham Morison, as- 


sistant U. S. Attorney General, 
and Welly K. Hopkins, the UMW's 
thief counsel, went with 
their 


aides into & private session with 
Judge Keech in the court's cham- 
Jers. 
i 


It was reported they discussed 


a proposal by Morison that the 


overnment be permitted to intro- 


duce evidence of the UMW's con- 
victions in 1946 and 1948 for re- 
fusing to obey court strike-end 
orders. 


The UMW and Lewis were fined 


a total of $2.130,000 in those two 
cases. Now, however Lewis is not 
charged with contempt. He twice 
asked the miners to return. 


Morison also is reported to have 


argued to the judge that the court 
ought to admit in the present trial 
a copy of President Truman's offer 
early this month that the coal dis- 
>ute be submitted to a fact-finding 
ward. 


Judge Keech has so far refused 


to admit this document into evi- 
dence, and also has refused to ad- 
mit a reply to Mr. Truman from 
l«wis turning down the fact-find- 
ing board offer. .In that reply, 
Lewis said in reference to expect- 
ed use of an eventually-obtained 
Taft-Hartley law injunction: 


Sees "Invitation" 


"It is questionable whether one 


could postulate 
(assume) 
that 


such mass coercion would ensure 
enthusiastic service from grateful 
men." 


Morison is reported ready to 


contend, if he can get these two 
documents into evidence, that this 
anguage by Lewis was an invita- 
;ion to the miners to walk out. 


The Lewis letter to Mr. Truman 


was made public on Saturday, Feb. 
I. The miners went on strike the 
next day they were due for work, 
Monday. They have stayed out 
since. 


The government is understood to 


want to introduce evidence on the 
union's two past contempt con- 
victions to show a pattern of such 
violations on the union's part. 


To all this the union's reply is: 


The UMW is not responsible be- 
cause the men are striking as in- 
dividuals in the face of two public 
appeals by Lewis for them to go 
back to work. 


Fine- Legal Point 


So for the first time, there is a 


.egal test of the point whether a 
union, even though publicly seek- 
ng to get striking members back 
:o their jobs, is liable for contempt 
jecause the union's members re- 
fuse to heed a court's back-to- 
work order. 


In two earlier contempt cases, 


Lewis himself refused to obey the 
court. Federal 
Judge T. Alan 


loldsborough levied the two prior 


fines against him and the union. 


The UMW is again charged with 


two kinds of contempt, civil and 
criminal. So in event of conviction, 
the union is bound to be stuck by 
a fine. 


A civil contempt action is de- 


signed to obtain obedience of a 
disobeyed 
order. So 
if higher 


courts, on appeal, ruled that Judge 
Keech's strike-end order is illegal 
because 
the Taft-Hartley 
act's 


emergency provisions are illegal, 
the civil contempt fine could be 
set aside 


But 
the 
criminal 
contempt 


action is designed to be a punish- 
ment for flouting the court's in- 
structions—to v i n d i c a t e 
the 


authority of the court. A criminal 
contempt, conviction is considered 
lardly likely to be overturned by a 
higher court, even if the injunction 
were eventually found void.

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Natural Gas 
Industry in 
Heavy Gains 


Washington, Feb. 28— (AP)— 


The natural gas industry made 
record-breaking new gains in 194y. 
It plans to advance even more 
rapidly this year. 


Government experts attribute 


the industry's continued feverish 
growth in great part to the ex- 
tended uncertainty regarding the 
availability of coal. 


Files of the Federal Power Com- 
" mission show that the agency dur- 


ing 1949 authorized construction 
of natural gas transmission facil- 
ities to add more than 3,000,000.000 
cubic feet of daily delivery capaci 
ty to the nation's pipelines. 


Tremendous Expansion 


This unprecedented-one-year ex- 


pansion—7.537 miles of new pipe- 
line was to have been accomplished 
for an estimated construction .tost 


1^ of $570,408,600. It is designed to 


bring new gas—or additional gas 
--to more than 100 cities of 50,- 
000 population or larger. 


In the previous peak year of 


1948, by contrast, the commission 
authorized the building of 5,50C 
miles of pipeline and other facili- 
ties—at an estimated cost of $424,- 
598,000—to add more than 1,400,- 
000,000 cubic feet of daily capaci- 
ty to the supplies of 85 similarly 
• large cities. 


End Not in Sight 


"And the end is not yet in 


sight," says commission Chairman 
Nelson Lee Smith. 


"Increases in pipeline capacity 


proposed in applications pendinj 
before the commission on Feb. : 
amount to 4,700,000,000 cubic fee 
of natural gas daily, or nearly half 
the total increase in capacity

Franklin Grove h Offered 
$100,000 for New Hospital

Franklin Grove—An enthusiastic 


meeting of a group of citizens of 
Franklin Grove community was 
held yesterday afternoon at the 
Lions club hall in the village for 
the purpose of considering a pro- 
posal made by one of its foremost 
citizens, Ed Lett, former .China 
township supervisor, to provide a 
foundation gift of $100,000 to be 
used toward the building of a 
modern and complete community 
hospital. Those 
present 
repre- 


sented four <jt the active groups 
within the community, Womans 
club, Lions 
club, Amvets and 


Altenberg posi, American Legion. 


Scott Stuitz, president of the 


Lions club served as moderator 
of the gathering which waa called 
for the purpose of obtaining a 
cross section view of the four 
groups to the gift offer. The donor, 
Ed Lott( at the opening of the 
meeting, announced his offer of 
$100,000. He stated that he had 
given 
the matter considerable 


forethought before making known 
his plans, and added that a great 
deal of work remained to be done 
to make it a reality in the event 
that the community decided that 
it would lend its cooperation. 


Other Contributors 


He stated that other contribu- 


tions had been forthcoming as the 
result of his decision and that 
others 
were 
anticipated 
He 


stipulated that such a hospital be 


of sufficient size to serve the 
entire community, that it be fully 
and completely equipped, a non- 
sectarian and non-profit institu- 
tion. 
He announced that addi- 


tional offers received consisted of 
deeds to four lots in a highly de- 
sirable location, by Frank Butler, 
whose son Glen had offered to 
excavate the necessary basement 
space required, furnish all crushed 
stone, sand and gravel and to 
furnish a room in the hospital. 


Dr. Thomas Calderola, Franklin 


Grove physician, who has con- 
ferred with the donor, reported on 
his surveys with physicians of the 
surrounding communities and of 
investigations of other community 
hospitals. He estimated the cost 
of such an institution at* between 
$15,000 and $18,000 per bed, with 
facilities for complete X-ray equip- 
ment, 
laboratory, 
surgery and 


maternity wards. * 


Frank Butler reported at the 


meeting his plan to deliver to the 
hospital deeds for four fine lots 
as a building site, furnish all rock 
needed in construction and his son 
Glen to excavate the basement 
and furnish sand and gravel re- 
quired in construction. 


Entitled to Aid 


Supervisor Elmer Miller told the 


gathering that he had accompanied 
Mr. Lott on several visits to the 
office of State's Attorney Morey 
Pires, who had cooperated in 
obtaining legal advice. He added 
that either federal or state aid 


could be obtained toward the build- 
ing of the hospital, and suggested 
the appointment of a committee 
comprising the four groups repre- 
sented at the meeting, to take 
immediate 
^leps 
toward 
the 


acceptance of the liberal gift and 
to avoid delay in proceeding with 
the plans. Rev. Kline, pastor of

Henry Penfield, is recovering from 
a .22 caliber bullet wound. She was 
shot with a sawed-off rifle as she 
stood in the school room in subur- 
ban Wmnetka.
